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BC grant 
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accepted 


A Smail Cities Grant from the 
Michigan Department of Commerce 
was approved by the Boyne City city 
commission Tuesday, Sept. 21. 

The grant is for $21,707. The city’s 
contribution will be $8,600, making the 
total cost of the projects $30,307. 

City manager Tim Clifton said, ‘‘We 
aren’t going to be doing anything con- 
crete with this money.’’ But it will, he 
said, prepare the city for eventual 
construction work. 

The focus of the grant is the Air 
Industrial Park. The grant will fund a 
study of what size water/wastewater 
mains would be necessary to the park 
site, and of what route they should take. 

The grant lists a state contribution of 
$6,350 for this. 

Platting of the park will cost $7,483 
from the state and 56,600 from the city. 
Clifton noted that $2,000 from Michigan 
Aeronautics Commission has already 
paid part of Boyne City’s contribution 
there with work done on the problem 
last year. 

The platting will lay out actual sites 
for future sale to industries. It will also 
designate roads and utilities lines. This 
will increase the salability of the 
industrial park sites, Clifton said. 

Two more parts of the grant; the 
preparation of a financing plan, costing 
$4,784, split evenly between the city 
and the state, and a plan for promoting 
the industrial park, splitting $10,964 
evenly, complete the start-up arrange- 
ments for the project. 

According to the application, the ad- 
ministrator will be the Economic Devel- 
opment Corporation with the city com- 
mission having final approval rights. 

Granger Engineering, Inc., the city 
engineers, is the designated consultant 
for the project. 

Brochures will be assembled with the 
promotional furids. These will advertise 
the industrial park, showing the platting 
and including the regulations relating to 
focating an industry in the city. 

The industrial park package is sched- 
uled for completion by April 15, 1983. 

At the same time the grant request 
was submitted, Clifton also submitted 
one for a new well for the city. This with 
the attendant construction of mains 
would cost $280,000. 

Asked if the well request would be 
jeopardized by being the second request 
from the same city, Clifton said no, 
because there are four separate categor- 
jes of request. The first was in 
Economic. Development Start-up, and 
the well was under Public Works. 

The park request is no good without a 
new well, Clifton Said, because the 
present water supply would not take 
care of additional demand posed by the 
park development. 

If, however, the state does not 
approve the grant request for the well, 
Clifton said the city would have to 
undertake it in a two-year program. The 
new well has been discussed before as 
a city need. 

Commissioner Thelma Behling, in 
approving the grant for the park, said to 
Clifton, ‘I’m proud of you. You’ve been 
very successful in these grants.’’ 

Clifton said it was mainly because the © 
city can show the state specifically that 
it has made focal efforts to solve its 
problems and use locally garnered 
public funds. :

BVRR gets more time 


Boyne City officials voted September 
21 to hold back on the deadline they had 
issued to Boyne Valley Railroad. 

They had asked for action on cleanup 
of BVRR’s dismantling operations, but 
will wait until after an October 7 
meeting of the BYRR directors. 

The week before, the commission had 
ordered a letter be sent to E. Dan 
Stevens, attorney for BYRR, setting 
September 21 as the deadline ‘‘in which 
to commence cleanup of the debris."’ 

In addition the city asked for payment 


for the ‘‘removal of the rails crossing 
city streets and proper repair of the 
streets following the removal.’’ 


The city said they would do the 
removal job for an estimated cost of 
$3,600, with adjustments to be made for 
any variation in the cost. 


‘In addition,’’ said city attorney 
William McTaggart’s letter to Stevens, 
“‘my recommendation is that we also 
request the court to issue an injunctive 
order compelling the immediate re- 


moval of (railroad cats on tracks within 
the right-of-way of a city street).”’ 
Because Stevens’ response was that 
such matters would be discussed at the 
October 7 meeting, and, as commis- 


“sioner Marty Paul put it, because the 


commission is concerned over the 200 
Boyne City stockholders also involved, 
the city will delay the action on the 
deadline. 

Stevens letter also restated the 
BVRR's expectancy to start cleanup 
shortly. 


Depot to draw up train plans 


Although ownership of railroad right- 
of-way next to the Depot Restaurant has 
not yet been determined, the Boyne 
City planning commission is asking 
restaurant owners to draw up a plan of 
what they intend to do with the parcel. 

The restaurant acquired the strip of 
land containing the tracks and three 
cars from the former Boyne Valley 
Railroad to use in conjunction with the 
restaurant. 

The city, however, contends that it 
retains ownership of the property 
because it only gave the railroad a right- 
of-way on its Ray Street easement. 

Both the city and the Depot are 
having title searches conducted to try to 
settle the dispute. 

Glen Pruit and Tony Williams of the 
Depot told planners at their Monday, 
Sept. 20, meeting about their plans for 
the three cars at the site and a water 
tower in Boyne Falls.

and the blue coach would become a 
dining car or gift shop, they said. Plans 
include moving the flat car closer to the 
restaurant so it can become part of an 
existing outdoor dining area. 

The pair plan to put the water tower 
near the caboose, they said. 

Planners asked them to return with a 
detailed plan of how the site would be 
developed, whether or not the land 
belongs to them. 

If it turns out that the city owns the 
property, city manager Tim Clifton said, 
it is possible a lease arrangement could 
be worked out. He said the restaurant 
— if the property is the city’s — is 
using untaxable, city property for 
commercial gain. 

Clifton said some other downtown 
merchants have complained about that. 

A lease, Clifton said, could allow 
payment in lieu of taxes. City attor- 
ney William McTaggart said the city 
cannot grant a lease of longer than three 
years, under the terms of the city 


charter, but it could be renewable. 
Clifton said the city has to be assured 
it would reacquire the right-of-way if it 


-needed to widen Ray Street sometime in 


the future. The street’s right-of-way is 
66 feet wide, he said, which extends 
past the tracks. 

Williams indicated they would be 
willing to sign a lease. 

‘“We’re not here to take on the city,”’ 
he said. They had an opportunity to buy 
the cars, he said, they then were ‘‘cut 
off’’ because tracks at both ends of the 
property were torn up. 

The tracks and ties are being re- 
moved by a salvage company hired by 
the railroad as part of the liquidation of 
the former tourist attraction which 
began in the 1800’ as a logging train. 

Pruit said the only way to remove the 
cars now would be to dismantle them. 

They are expected to return at the 
next planning commission meeting on 
Monday, October 18 with their detailed 
plan. 
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state dilemma 


An unexpected enrollment increase 
may put East Jordan Schools back on a 
state aid formula for money it might 
never receive. 

The situation developed as enroll- 
ment — which was expected to drop by 
50 students — rose by 24 as school 
opened, while the Legislature was 
approving the governor's plan to with- 
hold state aid payments for up to nine 
months, 

‘‘We’re going to be okay because we 
expected zero to start with,’’ super- 
intendent Tom Rossler said of the aid 
cut. 

The Legislature last week went along 
with Gov. Milliken’s call for $150 
million in budget cuts — much of it in 
aid to education — to balance the state 
budget. 

‘‘My understanding,’’ Rossler said, 
"is they will make the executive cuts 
now and reimburse us next June in a 
lump sum,’’ but he added that the state 
may have to relinquish even that 
possibility because of high interest rates 
for borrowing. 

The state’s plan is to make the state 
aid payments as late in the budget year 
as possible, while still being in the 
school districts’ budget year, which 
ends June 30. The state’s year ends 
Sept. 30. 

But Rossler said, ‘‘I don’t think the 
state really knows when they can make 
state aid payments.”’ 

The cut will amount to $51,000 for 
East Jordan — but the district was not 
expecting payment because of the 
anticipated student decrease. 

State aid is based on state equalized 
value of district property per student, 
so, if the enrollment dropped while SEV 
increased, the district would have less 
need for state money to ensure it could 
spend at least a state-mandated mini- 


mum per student. 

Rossler said the $51,000 would be 
subtracted from money the district was 
supposed to get — and might be taken 
from the previous year because of the 
way the fiscal years end. 

But Rossler said the district is braced 
to go ahead anyway. ‘‘We’re not going 
to cut any teachers,’’ he said. ‘‘We’re 
not going to cut any programs. But we 
have frozen the budget.” 

The one hitch in administrative 
Preparations is the unexpected 24-stu- 
dent increase. 

While enrollment in grades kinder- 
garten through seven did go down from 
612 last year to the present 606, en- 
rollment in grades eight through 12 
went up from 427 to 457. 

The expectancy was a decrease of 
about 50 students for this year. Added 
to the 24, that makes necessary an 
adjustment of 74, 

Some classes had to be divided. ‘I 
can’t say enough for the way teach- 
ers are handling it,’’ said high school 
principal Bud Ashton. 

Principal Don Peters said seventh 
gtaders were taking band, shop, and art 
classes, using the high school facilities 
during the last period of the day. . 

And the elementary school has pro- 
gtams in computers designed for dif- 
ferent age levels, Peters said. 

Special education students now total 
27, but many of them are not in the class 
for more than an hour or two, he said. 
He also reported that one class is half 
third grade and half fourth. 

The combination was necessary to 
keep classes from being overcrowded. 
The students will be taught at their 
scheduled levels, he said. 

Rossler said work on the new roof for 
the elementary school will begin in the 
next week or so. 


Country Star move gets 
planning commissionOK 


The Boyne City planning commission 
has recommended that the city commis- 
sion approve a rezoning request for the 
Country Star restaurant and supermar- 
ket. 

The Country Star board of directors 
wants to build a store and restaurant on 
a 10-acre site between Top 'OMichigan 
Rural Electric Co. and St. Matthews 
Catholic Church on M-75 just inside the 
city limits. 

Country Star’s second choice is a site 
on M-75 in Wilson Township. 

Relocation is needed, a spokesman 
told the planners at their August 
meeting, because there is no room for 
expansion of the store or the parking 
area at the present North Lake Street 
site. 


The planners held a public hearing on 
the proposed zoning change — from 
industrial use to general commercial/in- 
dustrial — before taking their vote. No 
one in the sudience spoke during the 
hearing. 

Commissioners then went through a 
list of questions contained in the zoning 
ordinace to determine whether the site 


was suitable for the intended use. 

These questions concerned such 
things as whether the land could be 
used in its present zoned category, 
whether rezoning would conform with 
the city land use plan, whether traffic or 
natural characteristics of the area would 
be disrupted and’ whether the move 
would cause a flurry of other rezoning 
requests in the area. 

They concluded the rezoning request 
was permissible and in the city’s best 
interests. 

City manager Tim Clifton pointed out 
that some problems incurred at the 
present site could be corrected at the 
new one. Proper entrance and exit from 
the parking lot, control over parking and 
reduction of traffic problems could be 
worked into the site plan, he said. 

He also noted that the new store 
would be bigger, thus generating more 
jobs for area residents and that the city 
tax base would be enlarged with the 
addition of the market and restaurant. 

The commission voted 7-0 to recom- 
mend that the city commission approve 
the move. Two commissioners, Robert 
Pollys and Dale Parsons, were absent.

East Jordan fire and 
ambulance crews were 
the first on the scene after 
notification from the sher- 
iff’s department. 

When the extent of the 
problem became appar- 
ent, ambulance crews 
from Charlevoix and 
Boyne City were radioed, 
as was the hospital. 


While the additional 
ambulance crews were en 
route the hospital notified 


all physicians, nursing 
personnel, x-ray and lab- 
oratory staff. 


By the time the ambu- 
‘lance crews had stabilized 
* the conditions of the vic- 

tims and were transport- 
ing them to the hospital, 
hospital staff was gather- 
ing and the emergency 
rooms were ready for the 
arrival of the first casual- 
ties.

A triage system, deter-

Commenting after the 
drill, Lasater said, ‘‘This 
was one of the best drills 
we've had. I think the kids 
we had acting as victims 
made the scene of the 
accident very realistic.

Hospital and ambu- 
lance crews met briefly 
after the drill to discuss 


the morning and to plan 
for a further critique to 
see if there are any speci- 
fic details in the disaster 
plan which need further 
work, 

Such disaster drills are 
required by the Joint 
Commission on Hospital 
Accreditation and are 
held twice a year by Char- 
Jevoix Area Hospital. The 
involvement of so many 
agencies in this drill made 
it particularly complex 
and realistic.
